Homo were put in porous sandstone, and 
at the end of a year a few were fonnd 
' greatly emaciated " When buried for 
another year, they all died. Toads were 
molosed m wood, and they all died 
The conclusion is that, deprived of at 
mosphere or without food, toads must 
die. If a toad as a tadpole ranld have 
entered a crevice m a rook, it might 
have grown, bnt would have died in 
time for want of air and food
